'Large day’ in Nova Scotia 

Province gets $867 million in Crown share adjustment payments 


Facts on the Crown share deal

It was a good day for Nova 
Scotians yesterday. 

Rumours of an est±nated $850 
million in Crown share adjust¬ 
ment payments to the province 
were confirmed. 

Premier Rodney MacDonald and 
Nova Scotia MP Peter MacKay an¬ 
nounced the long-awaited Crown 
share panel results on the Halifax 
waterfront to cheers and standing 
ovations and MacKay said the val¬ 
ue of the pa 5 nnents will be even 
more than expected: $867 million. 

About 150 people including 
provincial MLAs, reporters and 
other officials crowded Bishop’s 
Landing Wharf on Lower Water 
Street in downtown Halifax to 
hear the news. 


“This is a historic day for the 
people of Nova Scotia,” MacDon¬ 
ald said. 

He said 92 per cent of the mon¬ 
ey will go toward the province’s 
$12.4 billion debt, while the re¬ 
mainder will be invested in trust 
accounts funding university infra¬ 
structure, protected lands and off¬ 
shore research projects. 

The province will initially re¬ 
ceive $234.4 million in payments 
up to March 31, 2008. 

And a panel of three people with 
former provincial chief justice 
Lome Clark at the helm recom¬ 
mended the province receives an 
additional $633 million over the 
next 15 years. 

“This is what’s known in Nova 
Scotia as a large day,” said MacKay. 

MacDonald has been criticized 
for allowing the Atlantic Accord 
with the previous government to 
slip away but has said Crown share 


• The Crown share agreement was 
first reached in 1986 under Canada's 
National Energy Program (NEP) 
which gave Nova Scotia ownership 
in energy projects off its shores. 

With succeeding governments the 
program was dismantled but the 
province has continued to argue it 
still has rights to the funds 

• The federal government originally 
valued the deal at about $250 
million while the province 
maintained it was worth $1.8 billion

CN Rail slashes service in response to slowdown at Port of Halifax 


TRAINS Container traffic at the Port 
of Halifax is down and CN Rail has 
reduced its service as a result. 

Statistics released by the port 
authority last week revealed con¬ 


tainer traffic was down 20 per 
cent during the first half of the 
year compared to 2007. 

CN is replacing two trains with 
a single, longer train which they 


say is more efficient and will con¬ 
tinue to meet the needs of cus¬ 
tomers, CBC reported. 

The Port Authority’s vice-presi¬ 
dent George Malec cites the eco¬ 


nomic climate as the reason for 
decreasing port traffic. 

“We’re in a very challenging pe¬ 
riod right now,” he told CBC.

Gunshots rang out in a Latin 
dance club on Spring Gar¬ 
den Road leaving one man 
injured Saturday morning. 

A 26-year-old man was 
shot several times at Club 
Caliente on Spring Garden 
road at around 2 a.m. 

“When we arrived, there 
were several people exiting 
the business in a huriy,” 


said Sgt. Don Moser with 
the Halifax Regional Police 
in an interview yesterday. 

They were told shots 
were fired at someone in 
the club, but they couldn’t 
find a victim there. 

He was located at the 
QEII hospital receiving 
treatment for multiple 
gunshot wounds, but 
none that were life threat¬ 
ening. Police said they 
were trying to speak to 
the victim as his medical 
condition allowed. 


“My understanding is 
they don’t believe it to be 
random but they couldn’t 
speculate on a motive.

Moser said. 

“The only thing we can 
comment on is there was a 
26-year-old male that re¬ 
ceived treatment for non¬ 


life threatening injuries 
and there were two people 
of interest who were inter¬ 
viewed by police but they 
weren’t considered sus¬ 
pects.” 

As of yesterday, police 
still did not have any sus¬ 
pects in custody. 

Club Caliente, owned by 
Yanis Roche, and parts of 
Spring Garden Road were 
roped off in police tape on 
Saturday morning. It 
caused a few hours of wor- 
ly for organizers of an At¬ 


lantic Jazz Festival parade, 
which ran down Spring 
Garden Road on Saturday 
afternoon. 

“It certainly caused 
some headaches because 
we were worried if it 
would go ahead,” said 
Bernie Smith, parade or¬ 
ganizer and head of the 
Spring Garden Area Busi¬ 
ness Association. 

“But then police released 
the street in the late morn¬ 
ing and the whole thing 
went ahead fairly well.”

TRAPPED A man was trapped in 
the back seat of a car after it 
overturned in about a metre of 
water.

A 
54-year-old driver was trapped 
and was rescued by crews using 
the jaws of life. He was taken to 
the QEII hospital and treated for 
hypothermia. RCMP are investi¬ 
gating the cause of the accident.

Air Canada flight atten¬ 
dants aren’t giving up. 

The nearly 200 flight at¬ 
tendants who will be laid 
off in November when Air 
Canada closes its Halifax 
base are holding a rally at 
the airport today. 

“They’re stirred up,” said 
flight attendant and union 
representative Lisa Vivian 
Anthony. “They’re in the 
rage part of the grief 
process so we’re going to try 
to capture some of that en¬ 
ergy.” 

First they’re having an 
emergency meeting at the 
nearby Hilton Garden Inn, 
and then a press confer¬ 
ence. From there, they will 


load up on a bus to the air¬ 
port parking lot for a rally. 

“We’re going to be support¬ 
ed by the guys on the ramps, 
sales agents and pilots.” 

They want to dnun up 
public support, but they 
won’t cause flight delays, 
Anthony said. 

“I don’t want to do that to 
the travelling public. We 
work in this industiy and 
the worst thing you want to 
do is cause delays.” 

They want to put pressure 
on federal Minister of Labour 
Jean-Pierre Blackburn. An¬ 
thony said Air Canada unfair¬ 
ly asked for an exemption 
imder the labour code in 
dealing with massive layoffs. 

An Air Canada represen¬ 
tative did not respond to re¬ 
quests for an interview yes¬ 
terday.

Air Canada flight attendant 
Johanne MacEachem says 
she was blindsided by a Fed 
Ex package saying she will 


no longer have a job in No¬ 
vember. 

“After 32 years and two 
months I have to resign,” 
she said in disbelief Friday. 
“That’s it, just closing the 
door... 

“I’m losing my mind.” 


The airline announced 
last Wednesday it’s axing its 
Halifax base, laying off up 
to 200 flight attendants. The 
move is part of Air Canada’s 
plan to lay off 2,000 employ¬ 
ees and reduce capacity by 7 
per cent because of sky¬ 


rocketing fuel prices. 

The airline has offered 
employees a $10,000 incen¬ 
tive to quit or bump less 
senior workers elsewhere, 
but it won’t pay for moving 
costs. 

MacEachem, who lives in 


Pmcells Cove, says her fami¬ 
ly is rooted here and has no 
plans to move. 

She’s one of two flight at¬ 
tendants who have been on 
the job since the base 
opened in May 1976. 

“It was a total shock, total 


shock, total shock when it 
happened,” said the mother 
of one. 

Unlike many others, 
MacEachem says she’s lucky 
to have a double-income 
family, though she will have 
to find more work.

CONSTRUCTION About 10 per 
cent of new-home builders 
in Canada are problematic, 
according to a Canadian ad¬ 
vocate group for home con¬ 
struction. 

Canadians for Properly 
Built Homes reported that 
since Canada Mortgage 
and Housing Corp. 
stopped inspecting new 
homes under construction 
in the 1980s, new house 
quality has decreased. 

The province of Nova 
Scotia is now inviting pub¬ 
lic input on issues and pos¬ 
sible solutions to concerns 
about poor house and con¬ 
dominium construction. 

Public consultation be¬ 
gan last Friday and will 
close Aug. 22. A discussion 
paper is available online at 
www.gov.ns. ca/snsmr and 
a response booklet 
available for comments. 

The province hired 
Novus Consulting Group 
Ltd. to conduct a review of 
new-home construction 
and is hoping public input 
will help develop recom¬ 
mendations to improve 
construction standards. 

A final report is due this

The city is warning people 
to watch out for exotic red 
stinging ants invading 
backyards this summer. 

So far, the European Fire 
Ant, which has been iden¬ 
tified by the Canadian 
Food Inspection Agency, 
has turned up on proper¬ 
ties on Summit Street and 
Jubilee Road on the penin¬ 
sula, Spr 5 dield, Lower 
Sackville and other parts 
of the province. 

“The little critters are 
very aggressive,” said 
Stephen King, of the city’s 
environment manage¬ 
ment office. “When some-

thing invades their territo¬ 
ry, they attack and they 
sting.” 

In rare cases, their ven¬ 
om can cause anaphylactic 
shock, which can be 
lethal. 

King says the ants could 
have been here for a few 


years, but it’s unknown 
how widespread they are. 

The fire ants have also 
turned up in the north¬ 
eastern U.S., Ontario, Que¬ 
bec and New Brunswick. 

The city is asking people 
to avoid transporting soil 
or mulch unless it’s free of 
fire ants. Homeowners 
should remove potential 
nesting sites, such as 
boards, rocks and logs, 
from their yards. 

The city also suggests us¬ 
ing registered pest control 
products, such as borax, 
diatomaceous earth and 
putting boric acid in bait, 
to kill them.

Construction of 
Reversing Lane en 
Chebucto Road 

HRM wishes to advise motorists that they can expect traffic delays on Chebucto 
Road, from the Armdale Roundabout to Westmount Street due to the construction 
of a reversing lane. Work began on Friday, July 4, 2008, and will continue for 
approximately 10 weeks. During the construction period, one lane in each 
direction will be open between 7 am and 9 am and between 4 pm and 6 pm daily; 
during the rest of the day, there will be one lane open. To avoid delays, HRM is 
advising motorists to use an alternate route if possible, and if not, to use extreme 
caution when they are driving through the work area. Experienced traffic control 
personnel will be present to direct traffic. 

The purpose of the reversing lane is to move traffic more efficiently during peak 
traffic times by enabling the addition of a second lane inbound for the morning 
commute and outbound for the evening commute, much the same as the 
MacDonald Bridge and Herring Cove Road. 

Project Facts: 

I. The changes that will happen in this area include seven overhead lane 
designation signs, new asphalt paving, and new pavement markings to 
accommodate the reversing lane. The existing three lane cross section of 
Chebucto Road from the Armdale Roundabout to Sherwood Street will not be 
widened, with the exception of approximately 17 metres of curb in front of the 
Armview Restaurant that will be replaced and the sidewalk narrowed to allow 
the lane in that area to be 1/2 metre wider for traffic entering Chebucto Rd. 
from the Roundabout. 

II. Some existing sidewalk will be removed and reinstated where the overhead 
lane designation signage is being installed to allow the base for the supports 
for this signage to be under the sidewalk. 

III. Nine properties are directly impacted in some way, by the widening of the road 
between Sherwood Street and Westmount Street to accommodate the 
transition into and out of the reversing lane. 

IV. A new wider sidewalk will be added to both sides of Chebucto Road, from 
Sherwood Street to Westmount Street. 

V. The traffic lights at the Chebucto Road/Mumford Road/MacDonald Street 
intersection will be replaced with new signals and will include pedestrian 
countdown and audible pedestrian signals for the hearing impaired. 

VI. The accompanying map indicates the area where road widening will be taking 
place, where new curbs and sidewalks will be located, where the existing curb 
is located, where new overhead signals will be installed and the new 
pavement markings. 

VII. As part of the project, it was necessary to remove seven trees from the 
affected area. In order to compensate for this, 48 new trees will be introduced 
to the neighbourhood.

stroy Israel and 32 U.S. mili- 
taiy bases in the Middle 
East if the Islamic Republic 
was attacked. 

The United States has re¬ 
fused to rule out mihtaiy ac¬ 
tion if diplomacy fails to re¬ 
solve the nuclear row. 
Washington says Tehran is 
seeking nuclear arms, a 
charge Iran denies, sajdng 
its aim is to generate elec¬ 
tricity. 

Israel, long assumed to

Sailing 
into water 
problems 


I f you’ve been follow¬ 
ing news about the 
upcoming Beijing 
Olympic Games, you 
may have seen pho¬ 
tos of thousands of work¬ 
ers trying to clean huge 
swaths of algae from the 
waters and beaches in co¬ 
host city Qingdao. The al¬ 
gae have proliferated 
more than one-third of 
waters where sailing 
events will be held. 

This is not an unusual 
occurrence, but it is a 
symptom of an underly¬ 
ing problem with poten¬ 
tial repercussions far 
more serious than ham¬ 
pering Olympic events or 
adding to the negative 
publicity surrounding 
China’s Games. The 
blooms — along with a 
host of other problems — 
are caused by excessive 
amounts of nitrogen 
from sources such as 
road and industrial run¬ 
off, untreated sewage, 
and, most of all, fossil-fu¬ 
el combustion and agri¬ 
cultural fertilizers. 

Because it is a major 
component of proteins 
and the atmosphere, ni¬ 
trogen is a vital element 
in the biosphere. In the 
soil, nitrogen stimulates 
growth in plants. 

We can “fix” nitrogen 
from the air into fertiliz¬ 
er in a process that takes 
a lot of heat from fossil 
fuels. 

Applied on farmers’ 
fields, this artificial fer¬ 
tilizer induces plant 
growth, but scientists be¬ 
lieve this has resulted in 
nitrogen entering the 
Earth’s soils at more than 
twice its natural rate. 
This ripples out from the 
land to affect freshwater 
and marine ecosystems. 
Besides giving Chinese 
Olympic organizers 
headaches, algal out¬ 
breaks have also contam¬ 
inated drinking-water 
supplies used by millions 
of people.

‘Dead zones’ 


• Scientists predict that a 
massive “dead zone" in the 
Gulf of Mexico will grow to 
more than 26,000 square 
kilometres — half the size of 
Nova Scotia — this summer 
because of excess nitrogen in 
the water. 

• These dead zones are grow¬ 
ing in size and number, with 
as many as 200 now believed 
to have formed in the Earth's 
oceans. 

(including contributing 
to the spread of invasive 
species), poison freshwa¬ 
ter environments, de¬ 
prive ocean ecosystems 
of the oxygen needed to 
support aquatic life, and 
even contribute to global 
warming. 

Because we know 
where much of the ex¬ 
cess nitrogen in the envi¬ 
ronment comes from, we 
know how to reduce the 
levels. 

First, we must cut back 
on fossil fuels. But we 
can also reduce our use 
of chemical fertilizers, in 
agriculture, on golf 
courses, and even in our 
own backyards. 

We may not be able fix 
the problem in time for 
the 2008 Olympics, but 
we need to get on it now, 
or we’ll have far bigger 
problems to contend 
with than where to hold 
Olympic sailing events.

The team, he added, has 
played 18 or 19 interna¬ 
tional matches since Janu- 
aiy. 

“You can train and train 
and train as much as you 
want,” said Pellerud. “But 
if you cannot test it against 
the best teams in the 
world, you really are with¬ 
out answers.” 


Recently, Canada fin¬ 
ished runner-up to the U.S., 
the top-ranked team in the 
world, at the 2008 Peace 
Queen Cup in Korea.

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Nurses needed now

With an aging population 
and not enough nurses en¬ 
tering the ranks to take 
care of them all, private 
and public health-care 
providers in Canada alike 
are bracing for a health¬ 
care crisis. 

Experts say the numbers of 
elderly people who need 
help with the daily acts of 
living most of us take for 
granted like getting gro¬ 
ceries, making meals and 
keeping healthy are grow¬ 
ing and too few nurses are 
being brought into the fold, 
especially among young 
people. 


Kaaren Neufeld, presi¬ 
dent of the Canadian Nurs¬ 
es Association (CNA), says 
the numbers tell a wonying 
stoiy — while the CNA re¬ 
cently succeeded in gradu¬ 
ating more than 9,300 new 
nurses in a single year for 
the first time in three 
decades, Neufeld says the 
countiy needs closer to 
12,000 new nurses each 
year. 

“There is a shortage of 
health-care practitioners in 
this countiy and working 
with the frail elderly in this 
countiy is something there 
will continue to be a strong 
need for,” Neufeld said. 

As many aging boomers 
develop increasing nursing 
needs, Neufeld insists more 
emphasis on continuing 



care instead of cures will be 
needed. 

“We have to change the 
way health care is delivered 
in this countiy in order to 
meet the need of the popu¬ 
lation we’re anticipating,” 
Neufeld said. 

Lisa Wiseman, president 
of private firm Eldercare 
Home Health Inc., which 
sends experienced regis¬ 
tered nurses directly to eld¬ 
erly clients’ own homes, 
says the lack of nurses is a 
problem not easily solved in 
the short term, since field 
experience is such a key 
part of successful nursing. 

“Even if we graduated all 
the nurses we needed to¬ 
morrow, they still wouldn’t 
have the experience. We’re 
definitely heading into a cri¬ 



sis,” Wiseman said. 

A big problem has been 
attracting young female 
nurses, since traditionally 
few men choose to enter 
the field. 

Before the women’s hber- 
ation movement, most 
women chose to enter ei¬ 
ther nursing or teaching as 
professions. 

Now that women are in¬ 
creasingly being accepted 
in the working world, 
Wiseman says it’s only nat¬ 
ural that many are choos¬ 
ing a wide variety of profes¬ 
sions. With the average age 
of a registered nurse hover¬ 
ing at around 47 years old, 
it’s also obvious that rela¬ 
tively few young women 
are choosing to become 
nurses. 



Demand for nurses, who are already needed desperately in Canada, is expected to increase dramatically in the coming years.

The new drug of choice for 
young professionals is easi¬ 
ly recognizable by the 
S5miptoms: a buzzing or 
ringing triggers a Pavlovian 
response. The user sits up¬ 
right, face tense with antici¬ 
pation, and reaches into 
her pocket or purse. The de- 
liveiy device is produced, 
buttons pressed, and sweet 
release follows. 

It’s the CrackBerry, and it 
can take over your life. 

Heather Clarke, 24, has 
bravely stepped out of the 
shadows of BlackBerry ad¬ 
diction. The Bedford resi¬ 
dent uses her pink Black- 
Beny for her work at a Hali¬ 
fax design firm, and for 
personal use. 

“I’m obsessed. I can’t go 
an 5 Avhere without it, and I 
have never once shut it off,” 
she confesses. “I can be 
across the room from it, 
but when I hear the chime. 


I have to go straight over.” 

And it chimes a lot. She 
has six e-mail accounts 
flowing into it, as well as 
Facebook and BlackBeriy 
Messenger. Oh, and it ac¬ 
cepts phone calls, too. 

“It does get obsessive,” 
Clarke admits. “You don’t 
realize how addicted you 
are until someone suggests 
leaving it at home, or even 
in another room. That just 
doesn’t happen.” 

She sees some advan¬ 
tages, though, as it means 
she doesn’t have to hang 
around the office after 
hours, waiting for an im¬ 
portant phone call. 

Beverly Beuermann-King, 
a stress and wellness ex¬ 
pert, has advice for addicts. 


She says the first step is 
to have a frank discussion 
with yourself: is your al¬ 
ways-on habit the result of 
employer pressure, or is it 
something inside you? 

“If it’s you, then you need 
to check your work-life bal¬ 
ance.

What’s 
the worse thing that could 
happen if you don’t take it 
with you to the beach? It’s 
really about taking control 
of it. Just because we can be 
connected 24 hours a day 
doesn’t mean that we 
should be.” 

Beuermann-King knows 
people who sleep with their 
BlackBeny under their pil¬ 
low. This is not good. 

“We really need to start 
understanding the value of 
sleep time, of vacation 
time, of family time,” she 
says. 

And return the favour. If 
you e-mail a fellow Crack- 
Berry user and they don’t 
respond within 63 seconds, 
let it go.

Ignorance may lead 
to a paid vacation

Ignorance may be real. But 
sometimes it leads to a paid 
vacation. 

Fraught with personal 
problems, when busy sea¬ 
son at work hit, equipment 
operator Brad Smith had lit¬ 
tle tolerance left. Despite 
supportive co-workers and 
comfortable patterns, a last- 
minute request to work 
overtime pushed Smith 
over the workplace ledge. 
Deciding that he needed 
time off work. Smith spoke 
to his supervisor, seeking 
assurance that he could 
leave. The response was 
swift: Smith was told to do 
“what you gotta do.” 

Believing this statement 
meant that he could simply 
pack up and leave. Smith 
left work — without indi¬ 
cating when he would re¬ 
turn. 

Without knowing where 
Smith was, and having 
failed in its various at¬ 
tempts to contact him. 
Smith’s employer, the City 
of Ramara, considered 
Smith’s absence to be mis¬ 
conduct and fired him. 
Smith responded by suing 
for wrongful dismissal. 

At trial, Ramara argued 
that it had taken appropri¬ 
ate steps to reach Smith and 


that it didn’t have a duty to 
chase down an absent em¬ 
ployee. But an Ontario court 
recently disagreed. Al¬ 
though Smith’s hasty de¬ 
parture was irresponsible, 
Ramara did not have a writ¬ 
ten policy on vacation 
scheduling and its efforts to 
communicate with Smith 
while he was away were 
deemed haphazard by the 
judge. Ramara could have 
found Smith had it made 
the appropriate inquires, 
ruled the court. 

Most importantly, the law 
of dismissal requires a con¬ 
sideration of context. 
Smith’s actions, however 
foolish, were judged against 
his unblemished employ¬ 
ment history and the per¬ 
sonal problems he faced at 
the time. 

The lessons are clear: 

• Workplace absenteeism 
should be judged against 
whether there is a histoiy of 
similar problems, whether 
warnings were given and 
whether a policy specifical¬ 
ly defines what the employ¬ 
ee ought to have done. 

• If a workplace policy ex¬ 
ists, follow it with convic¬ 
tion. Flexibility in how a 
policy is interpreted may 
limit its enforcement value. 

• Always consider any 
mitigating factors in deter¬ 
mining whether, or what 
type of, discipline should be 
imposed. Don’t learn of 
them, for the first time, af¬ 
ter an employee has been 
fired.

True crime author argues U.S. president can be charged with murder 


After having three of his 
books reach No. 1 on the 
New York Times best-sell¬ 
ers list, Vincent Bugliosi 
was dismayed his latest 
received a virtual “black¬ 
out” from the mainstream 
media. 

That’s because The Pros¬ 
ecution of George W. Bush 
for Murder lays out the le¬ 
gal case — citing evidence 
and establishing the juris¬ 
diction of U.S. prosecutors 
— to seek an indictment 
against America’s 43rd 
chief executive for the 
deaths of more than 4,000 
U.S. soldiers in Iraq. 

Bugliosi, whose 11 books 
include true crime stories 
Helter Skelter and Out¬ 
rage, said the usual routine 
once a new book was re¬ 
leased has been to fly to 
New York for a host of na¬ 
tional television inter¬ 
views. 

“For this one, I did not 
go to New York City be¬ 
cause not one single na¬ 
tional television or cable 
show would have me on. It 
was a total, complete 
blackout. My publicist said 
that in her over 30 years in 
the business, she had nev¬ 
er seen a book blacked out 
like this before,” Bugliosi, 
73, said in an interview. 

ABC Radio even turned 
down his publisher’s effort 
to buy time on the net¬ 
work. Worse, his publisher 
couldn’t find a U.S. compa¬ 
ny willing to produce an 
audio version of the book. 

When filmmaker David 
Burke sought to do a docu- 
mentaiy based on the 
book, not a single U.S. in¬ 
vestor could be found. It 
was left to Jim Shaban, an 
entrepreneur in Windsor, 
Ont., to bankroll the proj¬ 
ect, which is nearing com¬ 
pletion.

long-time literary manager 
and executive producer of

“He’s not just some left- 
wing nut. But there were a 
lot of publishers who were 
just plain scared of it,” 
Miller said. 

Vanguard Press publish¬ 


er Roger Cooper said he 
expected some reluctance 
from the media when it 
was released six months 
ago, because of the book’s 
“controversial” nature. 

Despite the lack of cov¬ 
erage, The Prosecution of 
George W. Bush for Mur¬ 
der has been on the Times 
best-sellers list for the past 
five weeks. But Cooper 
said it only got there 
through unconventional 
means — a word-of-mouth 
“grassroots” campaign, an 
Internet advertising effort 
by Vanguard and Bugliosi’s 
pugnacious determina¬ 
tion. 

“Without any television 
or national radio coverage, 
the book managed to 
climb up the best-sellers 
list and be talked about in 
a 'viral’ way that I think is 
one of the new ways that 
we have to look at publish¬ 


ing books,” Cooper said.

book’s poor reception fi¬ 
nally prompted CNN and 
MSNBC to talk to Bugliosi. 

Bugliosi said he means 
eveiy word of his carefully 
researched tome and hopes 
a U.S. prosecutor will have 
the courage to seek an in¬ 
dictment when Bush he 
leaves office next year. 

“It’s certainly the most 
powerful, explosive true- 
crime book I’ve ever writ¬ 
ten. It’s identical to eveiy 
other true-crime book I’ve 
ever written, in that I pres¬ 
ent the evidence, plus the 
applicable law, to prove my 
point,” Bugliosi said.

DVDs to carry 
anti-smoking ads 

FILM INDUSTRY Six major 
Holl 5 AVOod film studios 
agreed on Friday to place 
anti-smoking ads on new 
movie DVDs targeted to 
children in a bid to count¬ 
er the infiuence of tobacco 
use on screen. The studios 
joined forces with Califor¬ 
nia health authorities in 
what was called an 
unprecedented agreement 
to protect children from 
the risks of smoking. 

Under the deal, Sony Pic¬ 
tures, Universal Studios, 
Warner Bros., Paramount 
Pictures, Walt Disney Stu¬ 
dios and Twentieth Centu- 
ly Fox will include anti¬ 
smoking advertisements 
in the opening minutes of 
DVDs of all new movies 
with smoking scenes that 
are rated G, PG and PG-13. 

Those ratings are used to 
designate a film as being 
aimed primarily at kids. 

The anti-smoking commer¬ 
cials, produced by Califor¬ 
nia’s Tobacco Control Pro¬ 
gram, also will be targeted 
at children. 

The ad will first be seen 
on the Sony DVD of 21 — a 
PG-13 drama about a casino 
scam. 

“Placing these ads on 
DVDs will remind viewers 
that movies are fiction but 
the damage smoking does 
is real,” said Lisa Paulsen, 
president of the Entertain¬ 
ment Industry Foundation, 
which aims to raise aware¬ 
ness of health and social is¬ 
sues. 

Health campaigners 
have battled with the 
movie industry for years to 
reduce smoking on screen, 
especially in films aimed at 
the youth market. 

Recent research cited by 
the nonprofit group Ameri¬ 
can Legacy said tobacco 
was featured in 75 per cent 
of movies rated G, PG and 
PG-13. Walt Disney last year 
became the first major Hol¬ 
lywood studio to ban depic¬ 
tions of smoking in its fam¬ 
ily-oriented Disney-branded
